Reid’s statement:

Rain Helpful, But. . . 


The Southern California drought 
hopefully ended with the recent 
rains, put an unprecedented strain 
on the Yorba Linda County Water 
District’s supply, general manager 
Ralph Shook revealed this week. 

As of Monday the storm total for 
Yorba Linda was 3.26 inches, for the 
year, 4.26 compared to 7.24 last 
year. 

During January, normally a wet 
month, the district's users con- 
sumed a record total of 210,909,555 
gallons of water. 

In contrast, consumption for the 
same month a year ago was only 
118,942,638 gallons, Shook said. 

The high for a single day in 
January, 1976 was 9.3 million 
gallons compared to the one-day 
high for January, 1975 of only 5.4 
million gallons. 


The average usage for January 
1976 was 6.8 million gallons per day 
compared to 3.8 million gallons per 
day for January 1975 or an increase 
of 77 percent over the '75 usage. 

‘‘At no time during the drought 
did our water supply dip te 
dangerously low levels,’’ Shook 
said. ‘‘We always had plenty of 
water, but pumping that much from 
our underground basin of course 
consumed a great deal of energy. 

Shook said there is no way to 
know how much rain will fall during 
the remainder of the year that could 
replenish underground water 
supplies. 

‘For that reason, we are again 
urging our customers to prevent 
waste by repairing leaky toilets, 
indoor faucets and outdoor outlets to 
conserve not only water but 
energy,’ Shook said. 


Fire Season Ends! 


Barritt Neal, the Deputy Chief of 
the California Division of Forestry/ 
Orange County Fire Department has 
officially declared the end of the 
1975 brush fire season. 

Neal stated that this has been the 
second longest fire season on 
record, the longest being in 1962 
when the fire season did not end 
until February 11, 1963. 

Chief Neal stated that under 
normal conditions the fire season 
ends around November 15 to 
December 15. The extreme drought 
conditions created extreme fire 
conditions right up until the recent 
storm provided the moisture with 
which we could safely end the fire 
season.

Is anyone sure that the odors 
stemming from the Casa Loma 
location do not contain carcinogens? 

As a mechanical engineer, I know 
the situation can be corrected.

Dear Sir: 

Has Little League Baseball, and 
@ur local Yorba Linda Little League 
in’ particular, lost sight of the 
original intent to provide young 
people an opportunity to play 
baseball? 

Recently my son brought home 
from Rose Drive School an invitation 
to sign up for this year’s program.

fire ravaged hills, it would 
be worse than no rain. 

Talking with the growers 
from up north around the 
Sacramento area, they tell 
me Folsom Lake is so low, 
the lowest any of them have 
ever seen. Dry farming is at 
a standstill. 

All the growers in this 
southern area have some 
form of irrigation system, 
but the quality of water 
drops when rain doesn’t 
fall. 

Everywhere I’ve been the 
past two weeks, from Palm 
Springs to Berkley to 
Escondido, it’s the same 
thing, brown dry hills, 
parched trees and shrub- 
bery and everyone asking 
when will we get some rain. 

Can you believe driving 
to Palm Springs and not 
having a wind to swirl the 
sand around, blasting 
windshield and paint on 
your car? There wasn’t even 
a little breeze. It was a 
beautiful drive. 

And in the middle of 
January to drive to Berkeley 
without a hint of fog along 
Highway S, remarkable. I-5 
doesn’t change, it only gets 
more boring. 

I could never understand 
why there should be an 
accident along such a clear 
highway. The people just 
fall asleep from boredom. 
The trip to Escondido was 
anything but boring, in fact, 
it was rather frightening. 

At9 a.m. we could see the 
fire at San Clemente ringing 
a mobile home park. At 3 
p-m. returning home we 
could see the chimneys of 
the homes standing naked 
amid the rubble of what had 
been lovely homes. What a 
waste. 

There’s nothing that I 
enjoy more than showing 
people our tree farms. A 
visiting tree farmer from 
Ohio gave me the excuse to 
escort him around to see 
tree farms in the three 
counties, L.A., Orange and 
Riverside. 

He was most impressed 
with our transformation of 
ground under the power 
line to a park-like atmos- 
phere. Seems as though 
selling trees in Ohio isn’t 
any easier than here. He 
uses horse drawn wagons to 
haul both customers and 
trees around his 100 acre 
tree farm. 

Mud and snow are the 
two worst problems they 
face during the selling 
season. And they aren't 
without their amusing 
incidents either. 

Three trees planted as 
landscape around their 
home came up missing one 
tree one December mor- 
ning. His wife, upset about 
the loss, was more con- 
cerned if she got paid for the 
tree. 

A recent survey by 
dentists shows that eating 
apples to clean the teeth is 
not really that good, but 
that isn’t going to halt my 
apple eating.
